Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  in  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Llanfyllin 
during  the  year  1937. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  very  good,  and  the  com- 
munity has  been  very  free  of  Infectious  disease.  Only  three  cases 
of  notifiable  disease  were  reported — two  Pneumonia’s  and  one 
Tuberculosis. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  remain  unchanged. 

At  last,  the  Housing  problem  is  being  given  serious  consider- 
ation. In  March,  Mr.  R.  W.  Thorpe,  Ministry  of  Health  Inspector 
of  Housing  paid  us  a visit  and  gave  us  valuable  advice  as  to  the 
best  way  of  tackling  this  long-standing  question  of  house  shortage 
and  overcrowding.  Following  his  visit  I made  a detailed  survey 
of  the  houses  in  the  Borough.  You  have  received  and  considered 
my  individual  report  on  each  house.  It  reveals  a serious  state  of 
affairs.  There  are  44  houses  which  I consider  totally  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  either  due  to  structural  defects  or  insanitary 
surroundings.  There  are  a further  56  houses  which  are  defective 
and  will  require  considerable  outlay  for  them  to  be  brought  up  to 
modern  standards  of  sanitation. 

Furthermore,  the  lavatory  accommodation  of  some  of  the  houses 
is  appalling  and  requires  immediate  attention.  In  Mill  Lane  there 
is  only  one  bucket  lavatory  for  six  houses,  with  a total  of  sixteen 
persons  using  same. 

As  you  will  have  observed  in  my  individual  house  reports,  there 
are  several  old  disused  out-buildings,  breeding  places  for  rats  and 
vermin,  which  overshadow  several  dwelling  houses  thereby  depriv- 
ing these  houses  of  proper  light  and  ventilation,  and  with  the 
closets  and  sinks  practically  on  the  back  doors. 

It  is  my  earnest  hope  that  the  respective  landlords  will  be  public 
spirited  enough  to  co-operate  with  the  Borough  Council  to  remedy 
these  insanitary  conditions  and  give  the  work-people  of  this  ancient 
Borough  houses  fit  to  live  in.  I believe,  gentlemen,  you  have 
realised  the  seriousness  and  urgency  of  this  problem,  and  trust  you 
will  tackle  it  with  courage  and  a firm  determination  to  remedy  a 
very  old  standing  blot  on  the  town. 


1 am  pleased  to  report  that  there  is  a considerable  easement  of 
the  overcrowding  condition. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  satisfactory;  the  Birth-rate  showing  a 
slump  after  the  record  figure  of  last  year,  while  the  Death-rate  is  a 
point  lower  than  last  year. 

The  estimated  population  was  1,333,  a drop  of  thirteen  on  last 
year’s  figure,  and  a decline  by  116  on  the  1931  census  population. 

The  Birth-rate  is  13*5 — the  lowest  since  1927,  showing  a de- 
crease of  1 1 -y  on  last  year’s  figure,  and  compares  unfavourably 
with  that  of  the  County  on  the  whole  which  is  14-9. 

The  Death-rate  of  15  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year,  but  con- 
tinues higher  than  the  average  for  the  County  as  a whole. 

There  were  no  Maternal  deaths,  but  one  infant  death  of  a prem- 
ature birth  which  only  survived  for  15  minutes,  This  one  death 
out  of  a total  18  births  gives  an  Infant  death-rate  of  55-5  per  1,000 
live  births.  This  figure  looks  an  alarming  increase  on  last  year, 
but  it  only  emphasises  the  misfortune  of  having  to  deal  with  small 
figures,  Last  year  we  had  one  death  out  of  34  births. 

General  Statistics. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  8,143  acres.

There  was  no  change  in  the  social  conditions  of  the  town  ; having 
no  local  industry  it  is  totally  dependent  upon  the  farming  community 
for  its  existence.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  unemployment 
figures,  due  partly  to  the  completion  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation 
Water  Works  schemes  and  also  to  slump  in  Agriculture.

Of  the  20  deaths  seven  were  due  to  Heart  Disease,  two  from 
Cancer;  Tuberculosis,  Kidney  trouble,  Apoplexy,  Congenital  Deb- 
ility, Senility,  Suicide,  Violence,  and  Flu  each  claimed  one  victim. 
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There  was  a drop  of  one  in  the  number  of  Cancer  deaths,  while 
the  Tuberculosis  figure  remained  at  two,  but  both  deaths  were  due 
to  Non-Pulmonary  infection  as  compared  with  two  Pulmonary 
cases  last  year. 

The  one  infantile  death  was  of  a very  premature  child  which 
only  survived  for  15  minutes — an  unpreventable  death.  Perusing 
the  Infantile  deaths  for  the  past  12  years  I find  that  all  were  of 
premature  or  twin  birth. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  no  Maternal  deaths.

Water. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  water  supply  during  the  year, 
which  is  a dual  piped  supply  augmented  by  pumps.  The  supply 
of  drinking  water  had  to  be  restricted  during  the  summer.  There 
is  an  ample  supply  of  slop  water.  No  analysis  of  the  water  was 
made  during  the  year. 

Complaints  were  received  that  the  water  tank  by  the  river  bridge 
was  being  contaminated  by  children.  In  conjunction  with  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  I examined  same  and  we  found  it  in  a state  of 
disrepair.  This  has  now  been  remedied  and  the  cistern  sealed. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  were  no  changes  or  extensions  of  sewerage  arrangements 
during  the  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  action  taken. 
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Closet  Accommodation. 

One  bucket  closet  which  I found  in  a room  adjoining  a living 
room  has  been  removed.  I have  also  reported  on  the  four  closets 
in  the  yard  behind  29,  High  Street,  they  are  very  unsatisfactory, 
being  devoid  of  light  and  ventilation.  The  closet  arrangement  for 
Mill  Lane  is  appalling,  only  one  bucket  closet  to  six  houses. 

There  are  several  other  closets  requiring  urgent  repairs,  details 
of  which  I have  given  you  in  my  reports  on  individual  houses. 

There  was  one  conversion  from  pail  to  water  carriage.  The 
total  number  of  water  closets  is  now  37  and  pail  closets  126.

He  reports  that  all  are  in 
satisfactory  condition. 

Two  rt/ned  Boneless  Hams  were  certified  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  and  destroyed. 

The  number  of  animals  killed  is  not  known,  and  no  car- 
cases were  found  to  be  infected  by  Tuberculosis  or  in  any 
way  unfit  for  human  consumption.

Tuberculosis  notifications  num- 
bered two,  one  of  which  succumbed  to  the  disease;  another  long 
standing  case  also  died.
